“dry” county in the near future, the 
county budget commission, in confer­ 
ence Friday with representatives of 
the city council and board of educa­ 
tion and the Perry township trustees 
and school board, decided not to in­ 
clude saloon revenue in th e list ot 


assets for the year 1915, and this is 
in part responsible both for an in­ 
crease of one mill in the tax levy for 
the y ear and for substantial cuts m ade 
in the various budgets subm itted to 
the com m ission. 
including the $31,000 sinking fund, 
which w ent through w ithout m utila­ 
tion, the city will 
receive 
approxi­ 
m ately $70,000 for the com ing year. 
A cut of about $2,000 was m ade, partly 
in the service andpartly 
in the safety
